Sir : 


In  compliance  with  Section  45  of  Chapter  134,  Colorado 
Statutes,  Annotated,  1935,  we  are  transmitting  to  you  herewith  a 
report  of  the  State  Board  of  Land  Commissioners  for  the  biennial 
period  ending  June  30th,  1940,  showing  by  tables  the  lands  belong- 
ing to  the  several  funds  of  the  State,  the  lands  sold,  the  amount 
leased,  and  the  receipts  of  said  Board  from  all  sources,  as  provided 
by  said  Statute. 

Some  years  ago  the  Board  considered  it  advisable  to  consoli- 
date, as  far  as  possible.  State  holdings  of  lands  located  within  the 
National  Forests  (which  lands,  to  quite  an  extent,  were  widely 
scattered  in  the  form  of  Sections  16  and  36,)  not  only  to  make  such 
holdings  economical  to  handle  from  an  administrative  standpoint 
but  also  to  afford  greater  protection  against  fire  losses.  Accordingly, 
the  Board  entered  into  negotiations  with  the  United  States  Forest 
Service  to  the  end  that  these  isolated  sections  were  exchanged  for 
a block  of  approximately  seventy-one  thousand  acres  of  land  in  a 
compact  body  lying  along  the  west  slope  of  the  Medicine  Bow  Range 
in  ea.stern  Jackson  County.  This  exchange  was  finally  completed  and 
titles  transferred  the  first  of  the  year  1939,  and  was  made  in  ac- 
cordance with  Section  131  of  Chapter  134  Colorado  Statutes,  An- 
notated, 1935. 

This  State  Forest  contains  many  thousands  of  acres  of  fine 
timber,  as  well  as  excellent  summer  range  for  several  thousand 
head  of  live  stock.  Stockmen  owning  adjacent  ranches  are  afforded 
summer  grazing  for  their  herds  under  permits  similar  to  those  of 
permittees  in  the  National  Forests,  and  some  cutting  of  mature 
timber  is  in  progress  under  forestry  methods  approved  by  the  State 
Forester. 

The  Board,  through  the  co-operation  of  the  Federal  Soil  Con- 
servation Service,  has  obtained  the  establishment  of  a CCC  Camp 
in  the  State  Forest,  to  be  maintained  there  about  five  months  each 
year.  A comprehensive  five  year  program  has  been  outlined  for 
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facilitating  the  use  of  the  Forest’s  resources  and  providing  adequate 
protection  against  fire  losses.  This  year  work  was  commenced  upon 
a twelve  mile  strip  of  road  making  a large  portion  of  the  Forest 
more  accessible  both  to  stockmen  and  fire  fighting  equipment;  a 
telephone  line ; live  stock  trails ; and  a warehouse  for  housing  the 
State’s  equipment. 

The  passage  by  Congress  of  the  Taylor  Grazing  Act,  and  the 
formation  of  grazing  divisions  thereunder,  has  made  it  both  neces- 
sary and  extremely  desirable  for  the  Board  to  consolidate  some  of 
the  State’s  holdings  in  various  other  parts  of  the  State.  The  lists 
in  final  form  for  such  exchanges  have  been  filed  with  the  United 
States  Land  Office  but,  although  one  or  two  selections  are  ap- 
proaching consummation,  none  has  as  yet  been  completed. 

In  many  parts  of  the  State  the  Board  has  been  co-operating, 
primarily  through  its  lessees,  with  the  Soil  Conservation  Service 
and  other  Governmental  agencies  in  range  programs  involving  the 
construction  of  stock  reservoirs  and  the  drilling  of  wells  for  the 
watering  of  State  lands  and  the  control  of  grazing  in  such  a manner 
as  to  propagate  and  bring  back  the  growth  of  grass.  The  results 
obtained  from  this  co-operation  have  been  veiw  satisfactory.
